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England's Misfortune 

In the Queen's Hall, London, a while ago, Lloyd George said 
—-"Nearly three years ago a friend asked me 'What does England 
need?' I replied, 'I am very sorry to say it, but I think she needs 
tome great misfortune, to wake up the people and make them do 
tome sober thinking.' The great misfortune, which even then seem- 
ed to be hovering over Britain, has come, and the nation has begun 
to do some serious thinking. We have been living in a sheltered 
valley for generations. We have been too comfortable, too indulg- 
ent, many perhaps too selfish. And the stern hand of fate has 
tcourged us to an elevation where we can see the great everlasting 
things that matter for a nation. The great peaks of honor we had 
forgotten — duty and patriotism, clad in glittering white: the great 
pinnacle of sacrifice pointing like a rugged finger to heaven." 

This war is a great misfortune, even to us within more or less 
quiet university wails, but let us be optimistic enough to look upon 
the advantages which can be derived from this trial, since no effort 
will be needed to feci the other side of it. Lloyd George has men- 
tioned the first and by no means the least of its teachings. The 
-noral value of hardship. The colonies will feel this as well as the 
mother country. The first Canadian contingent was, to a great ex- 
tent, British-born. The call reached us more slowly, but not less 
surely, and the second contingent will be our own. 

For the mother country this is a life and death struggle; it is 
not leu so for the colonies. Let us make impossible a fight each 
with his back to his own house door by carrying the war into the 
enemy's country and beating him there; it is the only possible way, 
but it means general and concerted effort ; again let us repeat the 
truism — in this work the students of a nation should show the way. 
l£_we do this we show we have learnt the second great lesson from 
our misfortune — the necessity of close union throughout the Em- 
pire. 

The third and most inspiring truth is that Britons still keep alive 
their ancient traditions and at once drop internal bickerings before 
a foreign foe. Here Germany made her most illuminating blunder 
— all through the British Empire there was trouble — labor disputes 
in Australia, unrest in India and Africa; in Canada a Nationalist 
party with its "take-what-you-can-gct policy" and the "ins" squab- 
bling with the "outs" whether something called an "emergency" 
existed ; in England were the wild women; in Ireland the wilder 
Nationalists and Ulsterites. Where is all this unrest now ? To the 
astonishment of Germany it disappeared at the first hint of outside 
trouble. How can we show we have learnt these lessons well ? 



Hardly Needed 



One agreeable feature of the recent recruiting for the McGill 
University Battalion is the fact that when exemptions to Arts stu- 
dents and other arrangements of a like nature calculated to cause a 
sudden inflation of recruiting figures were announced, the enroll- 
ment did not suddenly increase during the prescribed period; in fact, 
the largest average enlistments have been since the limits set for 
claiming these exemptions. From this we would argue that stu- 
dents who have joined the regiment have not been impelled by "ul- 
terior motives," but only by the interests of their regiment, their 
University, and their country. 

We do not mean by this to criticize the granting of these exemp- 
tions; in fact, it seems only just that some allowance in other direc- 
tions should be made in order to give the men every chance to turn 
out rqgularly at drill, and make it a serious piece of work, but nev- 
ertheless we think it gratifying that no obvious jumping at a chance 
took place when these allowances on the part of the Faculty were 
made public.

The 
two lovers have plenty of adventures 
before they manage to get nway from 
peril. It is u desirable feature offer- 
ing, and should class favorably with 
any of the hlg features shown weekly 
at this house for some time past.

The sporting writers of both Toronto and Hamilton have in the past week or se brought up the question 
of a play-off tor the Dominion Championship between the teams representing the Intercollegiate, and the Inter- 
provinclal Kuçliy Leagues, r. H. Good, wilting in the Toronto News, expresses his opinion of ihe attitude taken 
by tho lied and While as follows: — 

"McGill University's action in cancelling the exhibition same wiili the Hamilton Rowing Club, which was 
practically arranged for to-morrow, coining on top 01 the announcement that the team will not compete for the 
Dominion ehamplonahlnp in the event id' winning Intercollegiate honors, has given rise to the suspicion that 
"Shan" and his "stall-feds'' are sadly In need of a nerve tonic of some soil. Last year the college champions refused 
to mix in the annual melee for the Grey slakes, alleglntt that the names interfered too greutl) with their studies, 
and as a consequence the championship contests were more or less a lizzie. I'arkilale met the Tigers in the finals 
and the Jungle Kinirs "ate "em raw.*' McGill's timidity is ail Hie mote marked win 11 It Is. considered 
that Varsity was always keen to try conclusions with Ihe winners of Ihe other unions. The Rlue and White 
will train this season, though perhaps not as strong as in years past, would gladly take the place of McOlll, 
that is. or course, if they do not earn the right by winning tho college honors. They still have a chaltCO, but It 
Is extremely remote. The Canadian I tin, by Union would be justified In passing a rule permitting the runners up 
in any union to understudy the champion team In the finals in ihe event of the winners being •Un witling or pro-, 
vented by some reason from playlnc. It would add considerably to the Interest In the compel il ion. Mi Gill's 
Withdrawal last fall caused Ihe Blue Hlbbon Rugby event to fall rather flat " Toronto News. 

The Hamilton Herald, another Western Ontario paper, comes out with the following comment on tho decision 
of the present champions not lo plaj for the Grev Tropin, which is supposed to ko lo the Rugby champions of 
the Dominion: 

" Would that the Varsity students raptured tin- Intercollegiate championship. 

•'The decree has again come nut of Old MeGill thai regardless of an> success Shag's collection might I1.1v., 
under no consideration will they do bailie for the Dominion championship. For this reason football followers all 
over F-istcrn Canada will pull for a Varsity victory, which, unfortunately, appear qnllc unlikely. 

"MoGW's refusal to meet the olher union leaders in a saw-off is the same old story, and 11 i* not to be 
wondered at that their defeat Is hoped for. Sounds strange that the. Montreal collegians cup pla> a city cham- 
pionship game with the Montreal winged' Wheelers when the regular playing season is over, and still refuse lu 
saw-off lor the Dominion title. ' .Hamilton Herald. 

The first of the two articles quoted above is wrltter by a sporting editor who is gcncrallj believed to lie a 
fair-minded critic of things athletic, but in this ease he has evidently become son of mixed. McOlll has per- 
fectly pood reasons for not wanting to play lor the Grey Tup, and consequently the eltlb has wisely decided that 
as taras they are concerned it does not matter who holds the trophy. 

Evidently the men who wrote Hie articles quoted above fully believe thai MeGill is going to win the cham- 
pionship in the Intercollegiate, and consequently, as both their teams aie in the running for the premier honors in 
the Interprovincial these writers would like to see a play-off take place in their respective cities. 

The MeGill Club wishes lo have as little as possible to do with Ihe Inlerpiovincial, as taras regards a. unes 

played under the authority of the. Canadian Rugby Union are concerned. The rules of the two leagues are now 
different as regards many of the plays, and although the regulations now in force In Ihe College Union ate much 
the heller, they are as yet Unrecognised by the I". R, U, This would probably lead to play-olf tames having 
to he played under the rules used in the Intcrproviiicial and Ontario Unions. The players who take pari tn the 
games in the Interprovincial have not always been free from tin- taint of professionalism, and naturally the men 
at the University do not wish to run am chance of being held up bj Ho I'.A.A.r. for playing against profes- 
sionals Tho writer of th.. article from the Hamilton Herald is evident!) misinformed as regards McOtll's playing 
for the City Championship with the Winged Wheelers, it is now some time since the lied and White partici- 
pated in one of these games; In fact, they have not played for the cltj honors since Ihe) arrived at the decision 
not to play for the Dominion Championship, and in 1811, when they were not champions, and had not the ehunce 
to play for the Grey Tup, they did NOT play for the Championship or Montreal. 

It is absolutely necessary for the men to get down to work as soon as possible after the regular season Is 

over. If they were to play for the I >omln)o«j honors it would mean thai the season Id be extended one week 

at least, and perhaps two. as there are three leagues to play tor the title, and consequently two games must be 
played to decide the final winner The Christmas exams, come verj soon nfter the stop of football as n is, and 

if Ihe. season was to be lengthened by two weeks there would he 110 lime at all between football and Hose exams. 
This year the r'hrlstmas exams. In Arts start on the nth of December, and the football season docs not close till 
the ISth of November. It «as too seasons ago. In Ottawa, the day :hat MeGill won the Intercollegiate champion* 
ship for the first time In six \enrs, that the club decided that ihiw Mould not compete for the Grev Tup. emblem- 
B. tie of the Dominion Championship. It WM then the Twenty-Third of November, and if the season was lo be 
extended for two more weeks, as w..s very likely if the tram entered for the I'anadlan championship, football 
would have lasted Into December, which would have been fatal to the chances which some of the team possessed 
of getting through their exams, When once the decision was arrived al II was verv easy to keep it up, olid Ihe 
Red and White fourteen has alwsf/a hern quite satisfied with the was things have worked out since thev rirst an- 
nounced that they would not eo after the Grey Cup. 

If Varsity can win out In Hie Intercollegiate, then, of eourse. thev will play for Ihe Dominion honors, and 
probably win them at that. Hut this Idea of having the rtinner-fip represent the winner of the league is ridiculous, 
und would probably result in no great battle being put up. If Varsity of the winner of the Interprovincial cham- 
pionship wish lo arrange a game in order to prolong the season, let tin m plaj against each other.

Honourable T.CHASE CASGR AIN, K.C, LLD. 

One of the foremost French-Canadian lawyers 
enters Sir Robert Borden's Cabinet. 



"Aux Camps Valeur aux Champs Labeur" are the words appearing on 
the coat-of-arms of the Casgrain family, and it may truly be said that the nu- 
merous descendants of Jean Baptiste Casgrain have lived up to their motto. 
In their ranks are included men who stand high in public estimation, distin- 
guished physicians, eminent lawyers, famous authors and gallant soldiers. 

The Hon T. C. Casgrain was born in Detroit, Mich., on July 28, 1852. 
In his case, the intellectual superiority as characteristic of the family early dis- 
played itself. Though Old McGill cannot claim Tom. Chase as one of its 
sons, the Hon. Dr. Charles Euscbc Casgrain, his father, is one of our graduates 
in medicine, and had the distinctive honor of being the first French-Canadian 
senator from Ontario. 

After having stood at the head of his class for five years, Mr. T. C. Cas- 
grain graduated from Laval "avec grande distinction," also taking the Dufferin 
Gold Medal in 1877. At the early age of 31 he was appointed Professor of 
Criminal Law at Laval University. He was made Attorney-General in 
the DeBoucherville Cabinet of 1891, while his election as Batonnier-General, 
in 1894, attested of the high estimation in which his talents were held in 
the Quebec Bar. 

Mr. Casgrain was in provincial politics from 1886 to 18%, when he 
was elected member of the House of Commons for Montmorency, and held 
his scat until 1904. He has for the last ten years been out of active politics. 

Commenting on the selection of Mr. T. Chase Casgrain as Postmaster- 
General, the Montreal Gazette states the following: — 

"That Mr. T. Chase Casgrain should be called to the Cabinet will be 
recognized everywhere as being in accord with the fitness of things. He 
has been long in public life, and has filled important positions with credit to 
himself and advantage to the country. He sat in the Legislative Assembly 
of the province and in the House of Commons, being recognized in each as a 
man of worth and influence. . . .As minister he showed capacity, energy, 
and a purpose to protect the public interests. . . . At Ottawa, as a member 
of the House of Commons, he was counted among the men who led opinion 
because of their ability. Had he retained his seat in the elections of 1908 
and 191 I there is no doubt that he would have been included in the membership 
of the Borden Cabinet from the beginning. Entering it now, he will bring 
with him into the public service recognized professional ability of a high order, 
wide knowledge of public affairs, and legislative and administrative experi- 
ence. He commands the personal respect of men of all shades of opinion. 
He will know how to work effectively, in the department, in Parliament, 
and in the country, and so will be a source of strength." 

The Montreal Star says: 

"He was regarded as a man with a high sense, of honor, and with good 
executive ability. At the present time Mr. Casgrain's paramount quali- 
fication is his avowed loyalty to Great Britain, and interest in the war. There 
will be expected from him very strong support of Sir Robert Borden's policy 
with regard to Canada's duty, in this hour of stress. Canada is at war. 
Her future is at stake. The future well-being of every Canadian is at stake, 
and. instead of relaxation of effort, we need more energy and greater deter- 
mination to do our share to bring about a successful issue, and to do it quickly. 
This is not a time for doing anything less than the best of which we are 
capable, and it is no time for petty politics." 



The following appreciation is reproduced from Beck's Weekly: — 
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"His long years of parliamentary activity have left no bitter feelings 
behind them. He was and is a general favorite on both sides of the House. 
His sarcasm, though mordant, is never bitter, and he is always ready to ac- 
knowledge the good points in an opponent. It would be difficult to estimate 
the loss to his country through his ten years' abstention from politics, for rarely 
has there been seen on the public stage of this or any other country so clear- 
sighted, cool and brilliant an intelligence. He brings to the solution of the 
difficult problems of a nation in the making the long years of training in the 
best of all practical schools, where men and measures are most likely to be 
coolly weighed and sifted. And lo that great asset of intellect he adds, what 
many intellectual men wholly lack, the tact and personal charm which can win 
over the most determined adversary to sacrifice his immediate gain for the 
public weal. With a perfect knowledge of the two languages, he possesses 
also a complete knowledge of the two races who make up this great Domin- 
ion, and it is to men such as he, neither spectacular nor outstanding, that the 
real growth in riches and international respect of the country is due."
